Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fornn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vidrascu et al. 
U.S. Patent No. 5,583,940. As per claims 1-5, and 1 1 , Vidrascu et al. discloses a 
method for processing IP traffic within a TCP header. For each message, at least a part 
of the TCP header is encrypted at the same time as the "data" part of the message 
without encrypting the "header" part of the message. This will enable the transmission of 
the message according to the IP protocol, and If the headers are not encrypted, 
processing including "acknowledgements" are placed into the header to indicate 
processing. (See Column 12, lines 1-20, Figures ,9 and12) 

As per claim 6, Vidrascu et al. discloses a means for having a window size field within a 
TCP header in Figure 10. 

As per claim 7, Vidrascu et al. discloses a means for having an options field within the 
IPv4 header in Figure 9. 

As per claims 8-10, Vidrascu et al. discloses a means for having a header comprising: a 
source port used for sending the IP traffic, a destination port used for receiving the IP 
traffic and a length field used for specifying the length of the extension header in Figure
